OKLAHOMA CITY,- June 15.— 
Harvest season has turned Oklaho­ 
ma into a hive of industry and 
along the highways and byways the 
hum and throb pf harvest life holds 
forth. 
Spots of gold that only a fort­ 
night ago blended with the light­ 
er, even yellowish, shades of green 
in scattered wheat fields of south­ 
west Oklahoma, have spread fan­ 
like to the north and west until 
now the wheat belt of the state, 
located 
in 
the 
central, 
northern 
and 
northwestern 
sections, 
is 
a 
huge mantle of golden texture, cov­ 
ering the rolling prairie with its 
billowy folds. The blue denim of 
the 
harvester adds contrast here 
and 
there over the fields, while 
the rhythmic whirr of the binder 
and header fills the air from dawn 
until dusk. 
W heat and oats that were cut 
nearly a fortnight ago in the ex­ 
treme southwest portion have been 
threshed and slowly the threshing 
outfits are creeping northward and 
westward in the wake of the fall­ 
ing grain. Another ten days to two 
weeks and the harvest wave will 
have crossed the state line into Kan­ 
sas, from whence it will push, al­ 
ways northward into Nebraska and 
the Dakotas. 
With a plentiful supply of labor, 
enhanced by such speed machines 
as combines, which cut and thresh 
the 
grain 
simultaneously, Oklaho­ 
ma was expected to complete its 
harvest quickly. Approximately 3.- 
050,000 acres of wheat and 1,600,- 
000 acres of oats will fail before 
the sickle, according to Johrt A. 
W hitehurst, president of the state 
board 
of 
agriculture. 
The condi­ 
tion of both grains had improved 
materially during the two weeks 
preceding harvest, he said, owing 
to plentiful moisture, and only un­ 
favorable climatic 
conditions 
at 
harvest would reduce an estimated 
Meld of about 36,000,000 bushels 
of wheat and 
50,000,000 
bushels 
of oats. 
Last year# the 2,900,000 acres of 
wheat harvested in Oklahoma pro- 
duced 422,000,000 bushels of grain, 
while the 1,500,000 acres of oats 
yielded 48,000,000 bushels.

Sugar, treed in moderation, is a valuable food, it produces 
energy for muscular work and, as q necessary accompaniment, 
body h e a t But it is a highly concentrated food and can be 
used to excess. Persons engaged in hard work out of doors 
can consulto much more sugar, to advantage, than those 
following sedentary occupations. There is some question of 
the desirability of a consumption by the average person of 
more than four or five ounces a day. 
If we continue to increase our use of sweets the effect is 
not likely to be good. Because of its agreeable flavor, candy 
offers a temptation to take more carbohydrate food than the 
system needs. It is to be feared that we use sugar largely as 
an accessory to an already abundant diet. Carried beyond 
certain limits, this may make us a race of fat people; for 
sugar is fattening, and physicians advise that it be used 
sparingly by the corpulent. 
There is reason to believe that candy and ice cream are 
being used by some persons as a substitute for strong drink. 
The harm that excessive consumption of sugar is likely to 
do is, of course, not to be compared with that done by over­ 
indulgence in alcohol. But the need of moderation should 
also be held in mind in gratifying the appetite for sweets.
